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HE first intention of this book is to provide a 
collection of Prayers that shall supplement 

The Book of Common Prayer in the hands of the 
Parish Priest in his daily ministrations and occa- 
sional services. The collection contains many 
Prayers which have approved themselves through 
use in Parish work. Some of them are, in a sense, 
accepted, in that they are not only of ancient origin, 
but are also in constant use in many places. Others 
are new, either in origin or adaptation. That they 
should be gathered together in convenient form was 
the demand of experience on the part of the editors. 
It is believed that others will welcome such a collec- 
tion and use it. The need of supplementing the 
authorized forms of the Prayer Book is more deeply 
felt each year, and is giving occasion not only to the 
growing use of ancient liturgical forms, but to new 
liturgical expression. If this book can help forward 
in any way this movement within the Church, its 
production will be doubly justified. It is believed 
that it will add to the book’s practical value that it 
contains the Offices from The Book of Common 
Prayer and a selection of readings from the Bible. 

The Prayers are arranged to follow the order of 
the Christian life in its relation to the Church, and, 
while they are primarily designed for the Priest, it 
is hoped that they will also be found useful by the 
people in their family devotions. 

The editors are indebted to the Rev. Wm. R. 
Huntington, D.D., for kind co-operation in many 
ways, especially in reviewing and criticising the 
proof; they desire also to acknowledge the courtesy 
of Mr. Thomas Whittaker and of Messrs. E. P. 
Dutton & Co., in allowing the use of certain prayers 
from their publications. But it is not possible to 
specify, except in one general word of thanks, the 
many sources and helpers to whom the gratitude of 
the compilers is due.

The aim has been, in subtracting or adding, 
not to meet every conceivable need, but to gather 
together the really approved and useful prayers and 
to avoid any material increase in the bulk of the 
collection. 

The compilers are encouraged by the kind re- 
ception which the book has received since its first 
appearance to ask from its friends such suggestions 
as may help toward its further improvement.

The Baptismal Office is the new Office, designed 
to take the place of the Offices now in the Prayer 
Book, and approved by the Convention of 1925. 

The other Offices 
from the Prayer Book are given as they now stand 
as the result of the already accomplished revision, 
with the incorporation in them of the few and minor 
changes approved in 1925, and now awaiting rati- 
fication.

THE MINISTRATION OF 
HOLY BAPTISM 


{ The Minister of every parish shall often admonish 
the people that they defer not the baptism of their 
children, and that tt is most convenient that Baptism 
should be administered upon Sundays and other 
Holy Days, Nevertheless (if necessity so require), 
Baptism may be administered upon any other day. 
And also he shall warn them that except for urgent 
cause they seek not to have their Children baptized 
in their houses. 


{ There shall be for every Male-child to be baptized, 
when they can be had, two Godfathers and one 
Godmother; and for every Female, one Godfather 
and two Godmothers; and Parents shall be admi- 
ted as Sponsors, if it be desired. 


{| When there are children to be baptized, the Parents 
or Sponsors shall gwe knowledge thereof to the 
Minister. And then the Godfathers and Godmothers, 
and the People with the Children, must be ready 
at the Font, etther tmmediately after the Second 
Lesson at Morning or Evening Prayer, or at such 
other time as the Minister shall appoint. 


{| When any such Persons as are of riper years are 
to be baptized, timely notice shall be given to the 
Minister; that so due care may be taken for their 
examination, whether they be sufficiently instructed 
in the Principles of the Christian Religion; and 
that they may be exhorted to prepare themselves, 
with Prayers and Fasting, for the receiving of this 
holy Sacrament.

If any man can show just cause, why they 
may not lawfully be joined together, let him now 
speak, or else hereafter for ever hold his peace.

4] Forasmuch as all mortal men are subject to many 
sudden perils, diseases, and sicknesses, and ever 
uncertain what time they shall depart out of this 
life; therefore, to the intent they may be always in 
readiness to die, whensoever it shall please Almighty 
God to call them, the Ministers shall diligently 
from time to time (but especially in the time of pesti- 
lence, or other infectious sickness) exhort their 
parishioners to the often recewing of the Holy Com- 
munion of the Body and Blood of our Saviour 
Christ, when it shall be publicly administered in 
the Church; that so doing, they may, in case of 
sudden visitation, have the less cause to be dis- 
quieted for lack of the same. But if the sick person 
be not able to come to the Church, and yet is desirous 
to receive the Communion in his house; then he 
must give timely notice to the Minister, signifying 
also how many there are to communicate with him; 
and all things necessary being prepared, the Minister 
shall there celebrate the Holy Communion, begin- 
ning with the Collect, Epistle, and Gospel, here 
following. 

The Collect. 


WA CHT everliving God, Maker of man- 
kind, who dost correct those whom thou dost 
love, and chastise every one whom thou dost re- 
ceive; We beseech thee to have mercy upon this 
thy servant visited with thine hand, and to grant 
that he may take his sickness patiently, and recover 
his bodily health, if it be thy gracious will; and that, 
whensoever his soul shall depart from the body, 
it may be without spot presented unto thee; through 
Jesus Christ our Lord.

Thou 
foolish one, that which thou sowest is not quickened, 
except it die: and that which thou sowest, thou sow- 
est not that body that shall be, but bare grain, it may 
chance of wheat, or of some other grain: but God 
giveth it a body as it hath pleased him, and to every 
seed its own body. All flesh is not the same flesh: 
but there is one kind of flesh of men, another flesh 
of beasts, another of fishes, and another of birds. 
There are also celestial bodies, and bodies terres- 
trial: but the glory of the celestial is one, and the 
glory of the terrestrial is another. There is one glory 
of the sun, and another glory of the moon, and an- 
other glory of the stars: for one star differeth from 
another star in glory. So also is the resurrection 
of the dead. It is sown in corruption; it is raised 
in incorruption: it is sown in dishonour; it is raised 
in glory: it is sown in weakness; it is raised in 
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power: it is sown a natural body; it is raised a 
Spiritual body. There is a natural body, and there 
iS a spiritual body. And so it is written, The first 
man Adam was made a living soul; the last Adam 
was made a quickening spirit. Howbeit that was not 
first which is spiritual, but that which is natural; and 
afterward that which is spiritual. The first man is 
of the earth, earthy: the second man is the Lord 
from heaven. As is the earthy, such are they also 
that are earthy: and as is the heavenly, such are 
they also that are heavenly. And as we have borne 
the image of the earthy, we shall also bear the im- 
age of the heavenly. 

Now this I say, brethren, that flesh and blood 
cannot inherit the kingdom of God; neither doth 
corruption inherit incorruption. Behold, I shew you 
a mystery; We shall not all sleep, but we shall all 
be changed, in a moment, in the twinkling of an eye, 
at the last trump: for the trumpet shall sound, and 
the dead shall be raised incorruptible, and we shall 
be changed. For this corruptible must put on 
incorruption, and this mortal must put on immor- 
tality. So when this corruptible shall have put on 
incorruption, and this mortal shall have put on im- 
mortality, then shall be brought to pass the saying 
that is written, Death is swallowed up in victory. 
O death, where is thy sting? O grave, where is thy 
victory? The sting of death is sin; and the strength 
of sin is the law. But thanks be to God, which 
giveth us the victory through our Lord Jesus Christ. 
Therefore, my beloved brethren, be ye stedfast, 
unmoveable, always abounding in the work of the 

-Lord, forasmuch as ye know that your labour is not 
in vain in the Lord.

Rom. viii. 14. 


Ay many as are led by the Spirit of God, they 
are the sons of God. For ye have not received 
the spirit of bondage again to fear; but ye have re- 
ceived the Spirit of adoption, whereby we cry, Abba, 
Father. The Spirit itself beareth witness with our 
spirit, that we are the children of God: and if chil- 
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dren, then heirs, heirs of God, and joint heirs with 
Christ; if so be that we suffer with him, that we may 
be also glorified together. For I reckon that the suf- 
ferings of this present time are not worthy to be com- 
pared with the glory which shall be revealed in us. 
For the earnest expectation of the creature waiteth 
for the manifestation of the sons of God. We know 
that all things work together for good to them that 
love God, to them who are the called according to his 
purpose. What shall we then say to these things? 
If God be for us, who can be against us? He that 
spared not his own Son, but delivered him up for 
us all, how shall he not with him also freely give us 
all things? Who is he that condemneth? It is 
Christ that died, yea rather, that is risen again, 
who is even at the right hand of God, who also 
maketh intercession for us. Who shall separate 
us from the love of Christ? shall tribulation, or dis- 
tress, or persecution, or famine, or nakedness, or 
peril, or sword? Nay, in all these things we are 
more than conquerors through him that loved us. 
For I am persuaded, that neither death, nor life, 
nor angels, nor principalities, nor powers, nor things 
present, nor things to come, nor height, nor depth, 
nor any other creature, shall be able to separate 
us from the love of God, which is in Christ Jesus 
our Lord.

Thou shalt make me hear of joy and gladness, 
that the bones which thou hast broken may 
rejoice.

Make me a clean heart, O God, and renew a right 
spirit within me. 

Cast me not away from thy presence, and take not 
thy holy Spirit from me. 

O give me the comfort of thy help again, and stablish 
me with thy free spirit.

Deliver me from blood-guiltiness, O God, thou that 
art the God of my health; and my tongue shall 
sing of thy righteousness.

The sacrifice of God is a troubled spirit; a broken 
and contrite heart, O God, shalt thou not 
despise. Psalm li: 1-17. 
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rok we know that the law is spiritual: but I 
am carnal, sold under sin. For that which I 
do I allow not: for what I would, that do I not; 
but what I hate, that do I. If then I do that which 
I would not, I consent unto the law that it is good. 
Now then it is no more I that do it, but sin that 
dwelleth in me. For I know that in me (that is, in 
my flesh,) dwelleth no good thing: for to will is 
.present with me; but how to perform that which is 
good I find not. For the good that I would I do not: 
but the evil which I would not, that I do. Now if I 
do that I would not, it is no more I that do it, but 
sin that dwelieth in me. I find then a law, that, 
when I would do good, evil is present with me. For 
I delight in the law of God after the inward man: 
but I see another law in my members, warring 
against the law of my mind, and bringing me into 
captivity to the law of sin which is in my members. 
O wretched man that I am! who shall deliver me 
from the body of this death? I thank God through 
Jesus Christ our Lord. Rom. vii: 14-25 a. 


AY not thou, It is through the Lord that I fell 
away: for thou oughtest not to do the things 
that he hateth. Say not thou, He hath caused me to 
err: for he hath no need of the sinful man. The 
Lord hateth all abomination; and they that fear God 
love it not. He himself made man from the begin- 
ning, and left him in the hand of his counsel; if thou 
wilt, to keep the commandments, and to perform 
acceptable faithfulness. He hath set fire and water 
before thee: stretch forth thy hand unto whether 
thou wilt.

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fb hm unto the angel of the church of the 
Laodiceans write; These things saith the 
Amen, the faithful and true witness, the beginning 
of the creation of God; I know thy works, that thou 
art neither cold nor hot: I would thou wert cold or 
hot. So then because thou art lukewarm, and 
neither cold nor hot, I will spue thee out of my 
mouth. Because thou sayest, I am rich, and in- 
creased with goods, and have need of nothing; and 
knowest not that thou art wretched, and miserable, 
and poor, and blind, and naked; I counsel thee to 
buy of me gold tried in the fire, that thou mayest 
be rich; and white raiment, that thou mayest be 
- clothed, and that the shame of thy nakedness do not 
appear; and anoint thine eyes with eyesalve, that 
thou mayest see. As many as I love, I rebuke and 
chasten: be zealous therefore, and repent. Behold, 
I stand at the door, and knock: if any man hear my 
voice, and open the door, I will come in to him, and 
will sup with him, and he with me. To him that 
overcometh will I grant to sit with me in my throne, 
even as I also overcame, and am set down with my 
Father in his throne. He that hath an ear, let him 
hear what the Spirit saith unto the churches.

Speak ye comfortably to Jerusalem, 
and cry unto her, that her warfare is accomplished, 
that her iniquity is pardoned: for she hath received 
of the Lord’s hand double for all her sins. The voice 
of him that crieth in the wilderness, Prepare ye the 
way of the Lord, make straight in the desert a high- 
way for our God. Every valley shall be exalted, and 
every mountain and hill shall be made low: and the 
crooked shall be made straight, and the rough places 
plain: and the glory of the Lord shall be revealed, 
and all flesh shall see it together: for the mouth of 
the Lord hath spoken it. The voice said, Cry. 
And he said, What shall I cry? All flesh is grass, 
and all the goodliness thereof is as the flower of the 
field: the grass withereth, the flower fadeth: be- 
cause the spirit of the Lord bloweth upon it: surely 
the people is grass. The grass withereth, the flower 
fadeth: but the word of our God shall stand for 
ever. O Zion, that bringest good tidings, get thee up 
into the high mountain; O Jerusalem, that bringest 
good tidings, lift up thy voice with strength; lift it 
up, be not afraid; say unto the cities of Judah, Be- 
hold your God! Behold, the Lord God will come 
with strong hand, and his arm shall rule for him: 
behold, his reward is with him, and his work be- 
fore him. He shall feed his flock like a shepherd: 
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he shall gather the lambs with his arm, and carry 
them in his bosom, and shall gently lead those that 
are with young. ... Why sayest thou, O Jacob, 
and speakest, O Israel, My way is hid from the Lord, 
and my judgment is passed over from my God? 
Hast thou not known? hast thou not heard, that the 
everlasting God, the Lord, the Creator of the ends of 
earth, fainteth not, neither is weary? there is no 
searching of his understanding. He giveth power to 
the faint; and to them that have no might he in- 
creaseth strength. Even the youths shall faint and 
be weary, and the young men shall utterly fall: 
but they that wait upon the Lord shall renew their 
strength; they shall mount up with wings as eagles; 
they shall run, and not be weary; and they shall 
walk, and not faint. Isaiah xl: I-11, 27-31 


Pus now thus saith the Lord that created thee, 
O Jacob, and he that formed thee, O Israel, 
Fear not: for I have redeemed thee, I have called 
thee by thy name; thou art mine.

They 
that fear the Lord will seek that which is wellpleasing 
unto him; and they that love him shall be filled with 
the law. They that fear the Lord will prepare their 
heart, and humble their souls in his sight, saying 
We will fall into the hands of the Lord, and not into 
the hands of men; for as his majesty is, so is his 
mercy.

these things do the Gentiles seek:) for your heavenly 
Father knoweth that ye have need of all these things. 
But seek ye first the kingdom of God, and his 
righteousness; and all these things shall be added 
unto you. Take therefore no thought for the mor- 
row: for the morrow shall take thought for the things 
of itself. Sufficient unto the day is the evil thereof.

sheep from the goats: and he shall set the sheep on 
his right hand, but the goats on the left. Then shall 
the King say unto them on his right hand, Come, ye 
blessed of my Father, inherit the kingdom prepared 
for you from the foundation of the world: for I was 
an hungred, and ye gave me meat: I was thirsty, 
and ye gave me drink: I was a stranger, and ye 
took me in: naked, and ye clothed me: I was sick, 
and ye visited me: I was in prison, and ye came unto 
me. Then shall the righteous answer him, saying, 
Lord, when saw we thee an hungred, and fed thee? 
or thirsty, and gave thee drink? when saw we thee a 
stranger, and took thee in? or naked and clothed 
thee? or when saw we thee sick, or in prison, and 
came unto thee? And the King shall answer and say 
unto them, Verily I say unto you, Inasmuch as ye 
have done it unto one of the least of these my 
brethren, ye have done it unto me. Then shall 
he say also unto them on the left hand, Depart 
from me, ye cursed, into everlasting fire, prepared 
for the devil and his angels: for I was an hungred, 
and ye gave me no meat: I was thirsty, and ye gave 
me no drink: I was a stranger, and ye took me not 
in: naked, and ye clothed me not: sick, and in 
prison, and ye visited me not. Then shall they also 
answer him, saying, Lord, when saw we thee an 
hungred, or athirst, or a stranger, or naked, or sick, 
or in prison, and did not minister unto thee? Then 
shall he answer them, saying, Verily I say unto you, 
Inasmuch as ye did it not to one of the least of these, 
ye did it not to me. And these shall go away into 
everlasting punishment: but the righteous into life 
eternal. Matt. xxv: 31-46. . 


V7 ERE verily; I say unto thee, We speak 
that we do know, and testify that we have 
seen; and ye receive not our witness. If I have 
told you earthly things, and ye believe not, how 
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‘shall ye believe, if I tell you of heavenly things? 
And no man hath ascended up to heaven, but he 
that came down from heaven, even the Son of man 
which is in heaven. And as Moses lifted up the ser- 
pent in the wilderness, even so must the Son of man 
be lifted up: that whosoever believeth in him should 
not perish, but have eternal life. For God so loved 
the world, that he gave his only begotten Son, that 
whosoever believeth in him should not perish, but 
have everlasting life. For God sent not his Son into 
the world to condemn the world; but that the world 
through him might be saved. He that believeth 
on him is not condemned: but he that believeth not 
is condemned already, because he hath not believed 
in the name of the only begotten Son of God. And 
this is the condemnation, that light is come into the 
world, and men loved darkness rather than light, 
because their deeds were evil. For every one that 
doeth evil hateth the light, neither cometh to the 
light, lest his deeds should be reproved. But he that 
doeth truth cometh to the light, that his deeds may 
be made manifest, that they are wrought in God. 

John iii: 11-21. 


A Cae when Jesus was passed over again by ship 
unto the other side, much people gathered unto 
him; and he was nigh unto the sea. And behold, 
there cometh one of the rulers of the synagogue, 
Jairus by name; and when he saw him he fell at his 
feet, and besought him greatly, saying, My little 
daughter lieth at the point of death; I pray thee come 
and lay thy hands on her, that she may be ‘healed; 
and she shall live. And Jesus went with him; and 
much people followed him and thronged him. 

And a certain woman which had an issue of blood 
twelve years, and had suffered many things of many 
physicians, and had spent all that she had, and was 
nothing bettered, but rather grew worse, when she 
had heard of Jesus, came in the press behind, and 
touched his garment; for she said, if I may touch but 
his clothes, I shall be whole. And straightway the 
fountain of her blood was dried up; and she felt in 
her body that she was healed of that plague. And 
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Jesus immediately knowing in himself that virtue’ 
had gone out of him, turned him about in the press, 
and said, who touched my clothes? And his disciples 
said unto him, Thou seest the multitude thronging 
thee, and sayest thou, Who touched me? And he 
looked round about to see her that had done this 
thing. But the woman, fearing and trembling, 
knowing what was done in her, came and fell down 
before him, and told him all the truth. And he said 
unto her, Daughter, thy faith hath made thee whole; 
go in peace and be whole of thy plague. 

While he yet spake; there came from the ruler 
of the synagogue’s house certain which said, Thy 
daughter is dead; why troublest thou the Master 
any further? As soon as Jesus heard the word 
that was spoken, he saith unto the ruler of the 
synagogue, Be not afraid, only believe. And he 
suffered no man to follow him, save Peter, and 
James, and John the brother of James. And he 
cometh to the house of the ruler of the synagogue 
and seeth the tumult, and them that wept and 
wailed greatly. And when he was come in, he saith 
unto them, Why make ye this ado, and weep? the 
damsel is not dead, but sleepeth. And they laughed 
him to scorn. But when he had put them all out, he 
taketh the father and the mother of the damsel, 
and them that were with him, and entereth in where 
the damsel was lying. And he took the damsel 
by the hand, and said unto her, Talitha-cumi, which 
is, being interpreted, Damsel, I say unto thee, 
arise. And straightway the damsel arose, and 
walked; for she was of the age of twelve years. 
And they were astonished with a great astonishment. 
And he charged them straitly that no man should 
know it; and commanded that something should 
be given her to eat. Mark v: 21-43. 


fe ABOUE not for the meat which perisheth, 
but for that meat which endureth unto ever- 
lasting life, which the Son of man shall give unto 
you: for him hath God the Father sealed. Then 
said they unto him, What shall we do, that we 
might work the works of God? Jesus answered 
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and said unto them, This is the work of God, that 
ye believe on him whom he hath sent. They said 
therefore unto him, What sign shewest thou then, 
that we may see, and believe thee? what dost thou 
work? Our fathers did eat manna in the desert; 
as it is written, He gave them bread from heaven 
to eat. Then Jesus said unto them, Verily, verily, 
I say unto you, Moses gave you not that bread from 
heaven; but my Father giveth you the true bread 
from heaven.

And Jesus said unto them, I am 
the bread of life: he that cometh to me shall never 
hunger; and he that believeth on me shall never 
thirst. But I said unto you, That ye also have seen 
me, and believe not. All that the Father giveth 
me shall come to me; and him that cometh to me 
I will in no wise cast out. For I came down from 
heaven, not to do mine own will, but the will of him 
that sent me. And this is the Father’s will which 
hath sent me, that of all which he hath given me I 
should lose nothing, but should raise it up again at 
the last day. And this is the will of him that sent me, 
that every one which seeth the Son, and believeth 
on him, may have everlasting life: and I will raise 
him up at the last day. John vi: 27-40. 


| pets not your heart be troubled: ye believe in 
God, believe also in me. In my Father’s 
house are many mansions: if it were not so, I would 
have told you. I go to prepare a place for you. 
And if I go and prepare a place for you, I will come 
again, and receive you unto myself; that where Iam, 
there ye may be also. And whither I go ye know, 
and the way ye know. Thomas saith unto him, 
Lord, we know not whither thou goest; and how can 
we know the way? Jesus saith unto him, I am the 
way, the truth, and the life: no man cometh unto the 
Father, but by me. If ye had known me, ye should 
have known my Father also: and from henceforth 
ye know him, and have seen him. Philip saith 
unto him, Lord, shew us the Father, and it sufficeth 
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us. Jesus saith unto him, Have I been so long time 
with you, and yet hast thou not known me, Philip? 
he that hath seen me hath seen the Father; and how 
sayest thou then, Shew us the Father? Believest 
thou not that I am in the Father, and the Father in 
me? the words that I speak unto you I speak not of 
myself: but the Father that dwelleth in me, he doeth 
the works. Believe me that I am in the Father, and 
the Father in me: or else believe me for the very 
works’ sake. Verily, verily, I say unto you, He that 
believeth on me, the works that I do shall he do also; 
and greater works than these shall he do; because 
I go unto my Father. And whatsoever ye shall ask 
in my name, that will I do, that the Father may be 
glorified in the Son. If ye shall ask any thing in my 
name, I will do it. If ye love me, keep my com- 
mandments. And I will pray the Father, and he 
shall give you another Comforter, that he may abide 
with you for ever; even the Spirit of truth; whom 
the world cannot receive, because it seeth him not, 
neither knoweth him: but ye know him; for he 
dwelleth with you, and shall be in you. I will not 
leave you comfortless: I will come to you. Yeta 
little while, and the world seeth me no more; but 
ye see me: because I live, ye shall live also. At 
that day ye shall know that I am in my Father, and 
ye in me, and I in you. He that hath my com- 
mandments, and keepeth them, he it is that loveth 
me: and he that loveth me shall be loved of my 
Father, and I will love him, and will manifest my- 
self to him. . . . These things have I spoken unto 
you, that my joy might remain in you, and that your 
joy might be full. This is my commandment. That 
ye love one another, as I have loved you. Greater 
love hath no man than this, that a man lay down his 
life for his friends. Ye are my friends, if ye do 
whatsoever I command you.

rok as many as are led by the Spirit of God, 
they are the sons of God. For ye have not 
received the spirit of bondage again to fear; but ye 
have received the Spirit of adoption, whereby we 
cry, Abba, Father. The Spirit itself beareth witness 
with our spirit, that we are the children of God: 
and if children, then heirs; heirs of God, and joint- 
heirs with Christ; if so be that we suffer with him, 
that we may be also glorified together. For I reckon 
that the sufferings of this present time are not worthy 
to be compared with the glory which shall be re- 
vealed in us. For the earnest expectation of the 
creature waiteth for the manifestation of the sons of 
God. For the creature was made subject to vanity, 
not willingly, but by reason of him who hath sub- 
jected the same in hope, because the creature itself 
also shall be delivered from the bondage of corrup- 
tion into the glorious liberty of the children of God. 
For we know that the whole creation groaneth and 
travaileth in pain together until now. And not only 
they, but ourselves also, which have the firstfruits 
of the Spirit, even we ourselves groan within our- 
selves, waiting for the adoption, to wit, the redemp- 
tion of our body. For we are saved by hope: but 
hope that is seen is not hope: for what a man seeth, 
why doth he yet hope for? But if we hope for that 
we see not, then do we with patience wait for it. 
Likewise the Spirit also helpeth our infirmities: 
for we know not what we should pray for as we 
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ought: but the Spirit itself maketh intercession for 
us with groanings which cannot be uttered. And he 
that searcheth the hearts knoweth what is the mind 
of the Spirit, because he maketh intercession for 
the saints according to the will of God. And we 
know that all things work together for good to them 
that love God, to them who are called according to 
his purpose. For whom he did foreknow, he also 
did predestinate to be conformed to the image of his 
Son, that he might be the firstborn among many 
brethren. Moreover whom he did predestinate, 
them he also called : and whom he called, them he 
also justified: and whom he justified, them he also 
glorified. What shall we then say to these things? 
If God be for us, who can be against us? He that 
spared not his own Son, but delivered him up for 
us all, how shall he not with him also freely give us 
all things? Who shall lay any thing to the charge 
of God’s elect? It is God that justifieth. Who is he 
that condemneth? It is Christ that died, yea rather, 
that is risen again, who is even at the right hand of 
God, who also maketh intercession for us. Who 
shall separate us from the love of Christ? shall 
tribulation, or distress, or persecution, or famine, 
or nakedness, or peril, or sword? As it is written, 
For thy sake we are killed all the day long; we are 
accounted as sheep for the slaughter. Nay, in all 
these things we are more than conquerors through 
him that loved us. For I am persuaded, that neither 
death, nor life, nor angels, nor principalities, nor 
powers, nor things present, nor things to come, nor 
height, nor depth, nor any other creature, shall be 
able to separate us from the love of God, which is in 
Christ Jesus our Lord. Rom. Vili: 14-39. 


EHOLD, what manner of love the Father hath 
bestowed upon us, that we should be called 

the sons of God: therefore the world knoweth us 
not, because it knew him not. Beloved, now are we 
the sons of God, and it doth not yet appear what we 
shall be: but we know that, when he shall appear, 
we shall be like him; for we shall see him as he is. 
And every man that hath this hope in him purifieth 
himself, even as he is pure. I John iii: 1-3. 
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WE are troubled on every side, yet not dis- 
tressed; we are perplexed, but not in de- 
Spair; persecuted, but not forsaken; cast down, 
but not destroyed; always bearing about in the body 
the dying of the Lord Jesus, that the life also of 
Jesus might be made manifest in our body. For 
we which live are always delivered unto death for 
Jesus’ sake, that the life also of Jesus might be made 
manifest in our mortal flesh. So then death worketh 
in us, but life in you. We having the same spirit of 
faith, according as it is written, I believed, and there- 
fore have I spoken; we also believe, and therefore 
speak: knowing that he which raised up the Lord 
Jesus shall raise up us also by Jesus, and 
shall present us with you. For all things are for 
your sakes, that the abundant grace might through 
the thanksgiving of many redound to the glory of. 
God. For which cause we faint not; but though our 
outward man perish, yet the inward man is renewed 
day by day. For our light affliction, which is but fora 
moment, worketh for us a far more exceeding and 
eternal weight of glory; while we look not at the 
things which are seen, but at the things which are 
not seen: for the things which are seen are tem- 
poral; but the things which are not seen are eternal. 
For we know that if our earthly house of this tab- 
ernacle were dissolved, we have a building of God, 
an house not made with hands, eternal in the 
heavens. For in this we groan, earnestly desiring 
to be clothed upon with our house which is from 
heaven: if so be that being clothed we shall not be 
found naked. For we that are in this tabernacle do 
groan, being burdened: not for that we would be 
unclothed, but clothed upon, that mortality might 
be swallowed up of life. Now he that hath wrought 
us for the selfsame thing is God, who also hath given 
unto us the earnest of the Spirit. Therefore we are 
always confident, knowing that, whilst we are at home 
in the body, we are absent from the Lord: (for we 
walk by faith, not by sight:) we are confident, I 
say, and willing rather to be absent from the body, 
and to be present with the Lord. Wherefore we 
labour, that, whether present or absent, we may be 
accepted of him. II Cor. iv; 8-v: 9. 
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BU what things were gain to me, those I counted 
loss for Christ. Yea doubtless, and I count all 
things but loss for the excellency of the knowledge 
of Christ Jesus my Lord: for whom I have suffered 
the loss of all things, and do count them but dung, 
that I may win Christ, and be found in him, not 
having mine own righteousness, which is of the law, 
but that which is through the faith of Christ, the 
righteousness which is of God by faith: that I may 
know him, and the power of his resurrection, and 
the fellowship of his sufferings, being made con- 
formable unto his death; if by any means I might at- 
tain unto the resurrection of the dead. Not as though 
I had already attained, either were already perfect: 
but I follow after, if that I may apprehend that for 
which also I am apprehended of Christ Jesus. 
Brethren, I count not myself to have apprehended: 
but this one thing I do, forgetting those things which 
are behind, and reaching forth unto those things 
which are before, I press toward the mark for the 
prize of the high calling of God in Christ Jesus. 
Let us therefore, as many as be perfect, be thus 
minded: and if in any thing ye be otherwise minded, 
God shall reveal even this unto you. Nevertheless, 
whereto we have already attained, let us walk by the 
same rule, let us mind the same thing. Brethren, 
be followers together of me, and mark them which 
walk so as ye have us for an ensample. ... For 
our conversation is in heaven; from whence also we 
look for the Saviour, the Lord Jesus Christ: who 
shall change our vile body, that it may be fashioned 
like unto his glorious body, according to the working 
whereby he is able even to subdue all things unto 
himself. Phil. iii: 7-17, 20, 21. 


LESSED be the God and Father of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, which according to his abundant 
mercy hath begotten us again unto a lively hope 
by the resurrection of Jesus Christ from the dead, 
to an inheritance incorruptible, and undefiled, and 
that fadeth not away, reserved in heaven for 
you, who are kept by the power of God through faith 
unto salvation ready to be revealed in the last time. 
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Wherein ye greatly rejoice, though now for a season, 
if need be, ye are in heaviness through manifold 
temptations: that the trial of your faith, being much 
more precious than of gold that perisheth, though it 
be tried with fire, might be found unto praise and 
honour and glory at the appearing of Jesus Christ: 
whom having not seen, ye love; in whom, though 
now ye see him not, yet believing, ye rejoice with 
joy unspeakable and full of glory: receiving the end 
of your faith, even the salvation of your souls. 
Of which salvation the prophets have inquired and 
searched diligently, who prophesied of the grace 
that should come into you: searching what, or what 
manner of time the Spirit of Christ which was in 
them did signify, when it testified beforehand the 
sufferings of Christ, and the glory that should follow. 
Unto whom it was revealed, that not unto them- 
selves, but unto us they did minister the things, 
which are now-reported unto you by them that have 
preached the gospel unto you with the Holy Ghost 
sent down from heaven; which things the angels 
desire to look into. Wherefore gird up the loins of 
your mind, be sober, and hope to the end for the 
grace that is to be brought unto you at the revelation 
of Jesus Christ; as obedient children, not fashioning 
yourselves according to the former lusts in your ig- 
norance: but as he which hath called you is holy, 
so be ye holy in all manner of conversation; because 
it is written, Be ye holy; for I am holy. And if ye 
call on the Father, who without respect of persons 
judgeth according to every man’s work, pass the time 
of your sojourning here in fear: forasmuch as ye 
know that ye were not redeemed with corruptible 
things, as silver and gold, from your vain conversa- 
tion received by tradition from your fathers; but 
with the precious blood of Christ, as of a lamb with- 
out blemish and without spot: who verily was fore- 
ordained before the foundation of the world, but was 
manifest in these last times for you, who by him do 
believe in God, that raised him up from the dead, 
and gave him glory; that your faith and hope might 
be in God. Seeing ye have purified your souls in 
obeying the truth through the Spirit unto unfeigned 
love of the brethren, see that ye love one another 
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with a pure heart fervently: being born again, not of 
corruptible seed, but of incorruptible, by the word of 
God, which liveth and abideth for ever. For all 
flesh is as grass, and all the glory of man as the 
flower of grass. The grass withereth, and the flower 
thereof falleth away: but the word of the Lord 
endureth for ever. And this is the word which by 
the gospel is preached unto you. I Peter i: 3-25. 


Bu thou, O man of God, flee these things; 
and follow after righteousness, godliness, 
faith, love, patience, meekness. Fight the good 
fight of faith, lay hold on eternal life, whereunto 
thou art also called, and hast professed a good 
profession before many witnesses. I give thee 
charge in the sight of God, who quickeneth all things, 
and before Christ Jesus, who before Pontius Pilate 
witnessed a good confession; that-thou keep this 
commandment without spot, unrebukeable, until 
the appearing of our Lord Jesus Christ: which in 
his times he shall shew, who is the blessed and only 
Potentate, the King of kings, and Lord of lords; 
who only hath immortality, dwelling in the light 
which no man can approach unto; whom no man 
hath seen, nor can see: to whom be honour and power 
everlasting. Amen. ... But watch thou in all 
things, endure afflictions, do the work of an evange- 
list, make full proof of thy ministry. For I am now 
ready to be offered, and the time of my departure 
is at hand. I have fought a good fight, I have 
finished my course, I have kept the faith: hence- 
forth there is laid up for me a crown of righteous- 
ness, which the Lord, the righteous judge, shall 
give me at that day: and not to me only, but unto all 
them also that love his appearing.

HE souls of the righteous are in the hand of 
God, and there shall no torment touch them. 

In the sight of the unwise they seemed to die: and 
their departure is taken for misery, and their go- 
ing from us to be utter destruction: but they are 
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in peace. For though they be punished in the sight 
of men, yet is their hope full of immortality. And 
having been a little chastised, they shall be greatly 
rewarded: for God proved them, and found them 
worthy for himself. As gold in the furnace hath he 
tried them, and received them as a burnt-offering. 
And in the time of their visitation they shall shine, 
and run to and fro like sparks among the stubble. 
They shall judge the nations, and have dominion 
over the people, and their Lord shall reign for ever.

HE wilderness and the solitary place shall be 
glad for them; and the desert shall rejoice, 
and blossom as the rose. It shall blossom abun- 
dantly, and rejoice even with joy and singing: 
the glory of Lebanon shall be given unto it, the 
excellency of Carmel and Sharon, they shall see 
the glory of the Lord, and the excellency of our 
God. Strengthen ye the weak hands, and confirm 
the feeble knees. Say to them that are of a fearful 
heart, Be strong, fear not: behold, your God will 
come with vengeance, even God with a recompence; 
he will come and save you. Then the eyes of the 
blind shall be opened, and the ears of the deaf shall 
be unstopped. Then shall the lame man leap as an 
’ hart, and the tongue of the dumb sing: for in the 
wilderness shall waters break out, and streams in 
the desert. And the parched ground shall become 
a pool, and the thirsty land springs of water: in the 
habitation of dragons, where each lay, shall be grass 
with reeds and rushes. And an highway shall be 
there, and a way, and it shall be called The way 
of holiness; the unclean shall not pass over it; 
but it shall be for those: the wayfaring men, though 
fools, shall not err therein. No lion shall be there 
nor any ravenous beast shall go up thereon, it shall 
not be found there; but the redeemed shall walk 
there: and the ransomed of the Lord shall return, 
and come to Zion with songs and everlasting joy 
upon their heads: they shall obtain joy and gladness, 
and sorrow and sighing shall flee away. 
Isaiah xxxv. 
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Ares this I beheld, and, lo, a great multi- 
tude, which no man could number, of all 
nations, and kindreds, and people, and tongues, 
stood before the throne, and before the Lamb, 
clothed with white robes, and palms in their hands; 
and cried with a loud voice, saying, Salvation to our 
God which sitteth upon the throne, and unto the 
Lamb. And all the angels stood round about the 
throne, and about the elders and the four beasts, 
and fell before the throne on their faces, and wor- 
shipped God, saying, Amen: Blessing, and glory, 
and wisdom, and thanksgiving, and honour, and 
power, and might, be unto our God for ever and ever. 
Amen. And one of the elders answered, saying unto 
me, What are these which are arrayed in white 
robes? and whence came they? And I said unto 
him, Sir, thou knowest. And he said to me, These 
are they which came out of great tribulation, and 
have washed their robes, and made them white in 
the blood of the Lamb. Therefore are they before 
the throne of God, and serve him day and night in 
his temple: and he that sitteth on the throne shall 
dwell among them. They shall hunger no more, 
neither thirst any more; neither shall the sun 
light on them, nor any heat. For the Lamb which 
is in the midst of the throne shall feed them, and 
shall lead them unto living fountains of waters: 
and God shall wipe away all tears from their eyes.
